The city Is crowded to Its utmost capacity,

ing cars, which are stalled lu the railroad
yards. There Is bitter complaint la soma
quarters of this lack ot accommodations, al-

though tho people In Minneapolis aro doing
their best to bouse and take core ot their
visitors.

This morning Is hot and sultry. Tho great
corridor of the West Hotel, the centre ot tho
preliminary skirmishing. Is crowded, as it
was all day yesterday, with hundreds ot dele-
gates and cntbuslastlo shouters from all
along the line of States, from Mslno to Cali-
fornia, all desiring to obtain tbe latest possi-
ble Information from the leaders of tho two
opposing factions, who havo been busy all
eight long with conferences and g

In their various headquarters In the rooms
above.

TAIK OF A Dint HOUSE.

It is noticeable that y tho HnrrlBon
men have put on A bolder front, and aro more
confident In their assertions that their can-
didate will win than at any time since tho
skirmishing began. Thero aro evidences ot a
feeling that the factions will eventually como
tojtotbcr upon somo compromise candidate.
Allison Is mentioned, and It Is said In somo
quarters that tho matter may be settlod

any fight Is precipitated In the Conven-
tion.

Not much credo nee Is placed In this rumor
and tha story that any such sugges-

tion has ben mado Is denied by leading men
In both factions. National committeeman
Henry C. Payne sa s : " Blaine and Harrlso
are only In It now, and thero will only bo one
ballot. I have not hcurd Allison's name men-
tioned seriously."

Mr. Payne Is one of the Inner circle ot tho
Blaine fold, although ho refused to give any
estimates ot Blaine's Btrongth. Apparently
the Harrison men have completely recovered
their equilibrium since tbe announcement ot
Blaine's resignation, and thoy hsve given oat
word that tho ranks of the President's frlonds
are ctlll as solid as a rock and that bis
Btrcngth Is hourly Increasing.

TUB DKLKC1ATI0KS POLLED.

It Is said that the delegations havo been
carefully polled by the Ilarrlsonltcs, who say
that a conservative and Impartial estlmato
ot tho strength of the two candidates gives to
Harrison 401 votes and to Blaine 404, upon
which tho Administration leaders are basing
their claims that Harrison will surely bo
chosen 6u the first ballot.

Gen. Clarkson, Mr. Matt, CoL Conger and
other leaders of tho factions
do not by any means accept theso figures
although they aro very and
will glvo no dellntto answer to the questions
that aro put to them In regard to tbe oieact
number of delegates they aro counting upon.

Tho latter assert with tbe utmost conn,
dence that they will have enough votes to
sweep the Convention for Blaine.

The withdrawal ot Gen. Alger by his dele-
gation seems to leave tne field porleotly clear
to Harrison and Blaine, unless there may bo
some truth In tho assertion, which was mado
last evening and Is beard again y, of a
compromise on Allison.

According to Harrison's leaders, this story
was circulated by tho Blaine conspirators, as
they are now called by the Administration
party, In order to bcfuddlo tho dele-
gates and creates, uncertainty about
Harrison.

from St. Louis, and refused to say anything
to correspondents until he had consulted with
his friends. He locked hlmsolt In his room,
and during the forenoon went to tho head-
quarters of the Blaine adherents, which Is

located la Mr. Piatt's apartments, and thero
bo had a long conlerenco with the New York
leader, Gen. clarkson, Mr. Faasett, Henry G.
Burleigh, Mr. Payne, Mr, Sanborn and others.

After the conference was ovor, It was fully
an hour and a halt before bo made publlo bis
statement, which was very brief, and
was not given out until nearly midnight.

At that time Mr. Miller eont out word that
be was tired and refused to be Interviewed
last night In regard to tbe statement.

Later, It was asserted at the
headquarters that tho effect ot tbe announce-
ment would betoBOlldlty tha Blaine senti-

ment all along tho line, and bjstdo this
would bring six or seven additional New
York delegates Into the Blaine ranks.

It Is a doflulto and official declaration
that Mr. Dlalno is a candidate," said
a member of the New York State
delegation to Tub Kvenino Wohid corres-
pondent, "and settles all theso stories
about his being used as a dummy lu order to
consolidate the opposition against Harrison."
